exact TABLE of INTEREST, allowed to be taken for Money lent on Pled ges; which ſeveral 
Sums ſhall be in full for Intereſt and Warehouſe-Room, agreeable to the ſaid Act, which took 


Place on the 2d Day of Auguft, 1784. 
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THE Preamble recites Act 3o Geo. II. and then ſtates ſeveral Defects therein; after 
which it enacts, that the following Rates of Profit ſhall be allowed to be taken after the 
ſecond Day of Auguſt, 1 $4. 

It then ſtates, that all hi putes relating to ſmall Sums, under Forty Shillings, are to be 
ſettled by a Juſtice of the Peace, by Examination upon Oath of the Parties, or Witneſſes, 
and no Trial at Law ſhall be allowed. | 

The Duplicate to be produced to the Pawnbroker, before he ſhall be obliged to re-deliver 
the reſpective Goods (except Linen or Apparel entruſted to any Perſon; and alſo except

F The Perſon who ſhall produce ſuch Duplicate to the Perſon with whom the Goods were 
pawned, and requires a Delivery of the Goods mentioned therein, ſhall be deemed to be 
the real Owner; and the Pawnbroker ſhall, after receiving Satisfaction purſuant to the Pro- 
viſions of this Act, reſpecting Principal and Profit, deliver ſuch Goods to the Perſon who 
ſhall ſo produce the Duplicate, and ſhall be indemnified for ſo doing, unleſs ſuch Pawnbroker 
ſhall have had previous Notice, from the real Owner or Owners, not to deliver the ſame to 
the Perſon or Perſons producing ſuch Duplicate, or unleſs Notice ſhall have been given 
_-=_ _ Goods — have been, or are ſuſpected to have been fraudulently or feloniouſly 
obtained. 

In caſe any Pawnbroker ſhail have previous Notice, or in caſe any Duplicate ſhall be 
loſt, &c. or fraudulently obtained from the Owner, and the Goods mentioned therein ſhall 
remain unredeemed, then the Owner of ſuch Duplicate, as the Caſe may happen, ſhall 
prove his Property in ſuch Goods to the Satisfaction of ſome Juſtice of the Peace, and ſhall 
alſo make an Affidavit of the 22 Circumſtance attending the Caſe before ſuch Juſtice, 
whereupon the Pawnbroker ſhall ſuffer the Perſon proving ſuch Property, to redeem ſuch 
Goods; and ſuch Proof and Afidavit, ſhall be a ſufficient Indemnity to the Pawnbroker ſo 
delivering the ſame. 

All Goods, on which any Sum exceeding Twenty Shilling and not exceeding Ten Pounds 
ſhall have been lent, may be ſold by public Auction, but not otherwiſe, by the Perſon 
having the ſame in Pawn, at and after the Expiration of One whole Year; and Perſons re- 
deeming ny; ſhall be permitted ſo to do, according to the Table of Rates by this Act 
eſtabl:ſhed. 

Provided every Perſon to whom Goods ſhall have been pawned, ſhall enter in a Book a 
true Account of the Sale of all Goods for Ten Shillings or upwards, which ſhall be fold as 
aforeſaid, expreſſing the Day when, and the Money for which ſuch Goods pawned were ſold, 
together with the Name and Place of Abode of the Auctioneer; and in caſe any ſuch Goods 
ſhall be ſold for more than the Principal Money and Profit, due thereon at the Time of 
Sale, the Overplus ſhall be paid on Demand to the Perſon on whoſe Account ſuch Goods 
were pawned, in caſe ſuch Demand ſhall be made within Three Years after Sale, the neceſ- 
ſary Coſts and Charges of Sale being firſt deducted. And ſuch Perſon who pawned ſuch 
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Goods, his Executors, Adminiftrators, or Aſſigns, ſhall be permitted to inſpe& the Ent 
of every Sale, paying the Sum of One Penny : And in caſe _ Perſon ſhall refaſe to —_— 
ſuch Perſon, who pawned Goods, to inſpect ſuch Entry, ſuch Perſon, if an Executor, &c. 
producing Letters Leſtamentary; or in caſe the Goods, &c. were ſold for more than the Sum 
entered; or if any ſuch Perſon ſhall not make ſuch Entry, or ſhall not have ſold the ſame ; 
or ſhall refuſe to pay ſuch Overplus, upon Demand, to 4. Pawner, his Executors, Admini- 
ſtrators, or Aſſigns, on producing Letters Teſtamentary, Letters of Adminiſtration, or 
Aſigameat; every Perſon ſo offending, ſhall, for every Offence, forfeit Treble the Sum 
ſuch Goods ſhall originally have been pawned for, to the Perſon by whom, or on whoſe 
Account, ſuch Goods were pawned, their Executors, Adminiltrators, or Aſſigus, to be le- 
vied by Diſtreſs and Sale, by Warrant under the Hands and Seals of any Two Juſtices of 
the Peace ; and no ſuch Offence ſhall be tried in any of the ſuperior Courts of Law. And 
it ſhall be lawful for any Juſtice of the Peace, on the Oath of One or more Witneſſes re- 
ſpecting any Diſpute, or which ſhall make the Production of any Book, Duplicate, &c. 
neceſſary, to ſummon the Pawnbroker before him, to attend with any Book, &c. relating 
to the ſame ; and in caſe ſuch Pawnbroker ſhall refuſe to attend, or to produce the ſame, in 
irs true and perfect State, ſuch Pawnbroker ſhall forfeit the Sum of Ten Pounds. F 
Every Pawnbroker ſhall cauſe to be painted or written, in legible Characters, over the 
Door of his Shop, his Chriſtian and Surname, and the Word“ Pawnbroker” following 
the ſame, upon Pain of forfeiting the Sum of Ten Pounds, one Half to the Informer, 
and the other Half to the Uſe of the Poor of the Pariſh; and in caſe ſuch Penalty ſhall 
not be paid, it ſhall be lawful for ſuch Juſtices to cauſe the Offender to be committed to 
= gs on ” 4 of 8 N Time not exceeding Three Calendar 
onths, nor Jeſs than Fourteen Days, unleſs the ſai 0 
ſhall be ſooner paid and fariafed, y e ſaid Penalty, and all reaſonable Charges, 
This Act ſhall not be conſtrued to extend to any Perſon who ſhall lend Money upon 
Pawn, at Five per Cent. without taking any further Profit for the Loan or F-rbearance. 
Pawnbrokers ſhall cauſe to be painted or printed, in large legible Characters, the Rate 
of Profit allowed by this AR, and hang up the ſame in ſome conſpicuous Fart of the Shop. 
No Action at Law, where Tenders of Principal, Intereſt, and Charges for Warehouſe 
Room, have been made by the Pawner, at a leſs Rate than ** in the Fable of 
Profit, and refuſed by any Pawnbroker, ſhall be maintainable, unleſs the ſame ſhall have
